The National Advisory Council on Aging (NACA) was created by 
Order-in-Council on May 1, 1980 to assist and advise the Minister of 
National Health on issues related to the aging of the Canadian 
population and the quality of life of seniors. NACA reviews the needs 
and problems of seniors and recommends remedial action, liaises with 
other groups interested in aging, encourages public discussion and 
publishes and disseminates information on aging. 


The Council has a maximum of 18 members from all parts of Canada. 
Members are appointed by Order-in-Council for two- or three-year 
terms and are selected for their expertise and interest in aging. They 
bring to Council a variety of experiences, concerns and aptitudes.
